On and after this date, sick leave will 
accrue, and employees will be compensated 
for same, based on the following rules and 
regulations : 


(1) Earned sick time shall be allowed 

on the basis of one (1) day per 
month from date of hire; regardless 
of days heretofore lost as the result 
of illness or injury. This shall be 
known as employees’ sick leave cred- 
it, and in no instance shall sick leave 
credit accumulate to exceed a period 
of ninety (90) days. 
New employees shall be deemed to 
have ten (10) days sick leave credit 
at date of hire, but not more than 
twelve (12) sick leave credit days 
after one year of service in the 
department. 


(2) Sick leave credit shall accumulate 
at the rate of one (1) sick leave 
credit day per calendar month, or 
a total of twelve (12) sick leave 
credit days per calendar year, and 
shall never exceed a total sick leave 
credit of ninety (90) days. 


(8) Sick leave credit shall be deducted 
from an employee’s bank at the rate 
of five (5) working days per working 
week.

An appeal by Edward J. Zdyhel to erect 
an addition on front of house reducing 
front yard area from 26 feet to 19 feet 8 
inches at 625 Willard was considered. The 
petitioner was present. There were no ob- 
jections. It was moved by Goldstein, sup- 
ported by Obrecht, that the appeal be 
granted under (6) Section 21 of the Lan- 
sing Zoning Ordinance to relieve a prac- 
tical difficulty by providing necessary living 
room.

Since it is the experience of this Board, 
that in the operation of the Police and Fire 
Departments the purchase of supplies and 
equipment needs is very efficiently handled 
by the Chiefs of these two departments 
under the supervision of the Board, and at 
all times the utmost in mind is to purchase 
the best of supplies and equipment and with 
the greatest saving to the City, and that 
we have repeated evidence that this is the 
most efficient manner of operating these 
two departments, because we are dealing 
with specialized equipment and our sup- 
plies and needs such as tires, hose, cars 
and apparatus. 


This Board does not believe the establish- 
ment of a purchasing agent will expedite 
these procedures, but in fact may be detri- 
mental to the operation of the departments, 
both from an administrative standpoint and 
in the quality of supplies purchased. 


Further this Board believes it will be an 
additional expense to the taxpayers in 
retaining the services of a purchasing agent 
and will increase red tape in City govern- 
mental operation and will not benefit the 
operation of these two departments for 
reasons stated. 


Therefore, the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners is opposed to the enactment 
of an ordinance establishing a City Pur- 
chasing Agent.
